The controversy over capital punishment took 
surprising turn last week, officials the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) grappled with how 
respond October federal-appeals-court ruling. 
The court said that the agency acted “arbitrarily and 
capriciously” when, 1981, refused consider 
request death-row inmates Texas and Oklahoma 
that order the states not use drugs for executions. 
(Earlier this year, Texas executed convicted murderer 
with injection sodium pentathol. Eleven other 
states have authorized the lethal-injection method 
execution.) 

issue the inmates’ petition was the question 
whether execution lethal injection the easy and 
painless death that seems first glance. 1981, the 
inmates asked the FDA order that the drugs used carry 
label warning that they had not been “approved” for 
human executions. The inmates also asked the agency 
issue published advisories which, effect, would 
prevent the states from using the drugs for executions. 
denying the request, the FDA took the position that 
has jurisdiction over matters criminal law that are 
reserved the states. FDA press spokesman William 
Grigg explained the Phoenix, the agency also 
contends that doesn’t have the authority require 
that drug that approves for specific purpose used 
only for that purpose. 

The inmates appealed the administrative 
decision, but last August the federal district court 
Washington, DC, ruled favor the agency decision. 
Represented lawyers from the NAACP Legal Defense 
and Education Fund, the inmates appealed again, this 
time three-judge panel the Court Appeals.

injection could actually threat torturous pain.”

They move 
The statistics seem bear out Cole’s 
contentions: last year, 1000 moose permits were issued 
and 745 moose were taken kill ratio far, far above 
that for deer. 

Big deal, argue those who favor the hunt. Even 
moose are easy game, they are game nonetheless. They 
also point out that the hunt raises money more than 
$325,000 last year through the lottery that selects 
those who can buy moose-hunting permits, and then 
through the sale the permits themselves. And officials: 
from the state Department Fisheries and Wildlife say 
that inspecting the dead moose gives them information 
they need develop scientific ways regulate the herd, 
which estimated from 15,000 20,000 strong. 
“The real question,” says state wildlife biologist, “is 
whether the species going regulated 
professionals popular vote.”

oliticians don’t ordinarily get chance spend 
honeymoon with the press until after they’re 

elected office. But the afterglow preliminary 
election won two popular underdogs proves this isn’t 
ordinary campaign. Voters and the press seem 
agree that this contest for mayor has villain, that for 
once election day will feature something more than the 
usual choice between the lesser two evils. Thus, 
what ought the heat final battle for control 
City Hall, the press charged with scrutinizing favorites 
Ray Flynn and Mel King, two contenders who share 
many beliefs and who are also friends. 

would have been different David Finnegan had 
managed take one the two positions the final. 
Had the early favorite smart money been able 
convert his million-dollar kitty into credible campaign, 
King-Finnegan fight might have followed. would 
have been contest which the forces change the 
city railed against guardian the status quo, fight 
which young political activists would have taken one 
the city’s established Irish political families. fight 
which the difference between the candidates would 
have been clear black and white. 

Or, the voters had sent Finnegan against Ray 
Flynn, two distinct classes Boston Irish would have 
fought for political power the city: the lace-curtain 
West Roxbury and Neponset, and the lower- 
income Irish Southie and triple-decker Dorchester. 
The champion the poor, the proponent rent control 
and new balance economic power, would have 
faced the defender system power lauded for 
building, Finnegan put it, best darned city 
America.” The differences between them would have 
been clear day and night. 

But with the King-Flynn match, the job defining the 
race for mayor isn’t simple. Both candidates have 
similar positions rent control, neighborhood 
development, and ending racial animosity the city. 
nominating both them, voters signaled clearly 
they could that change the top their agenda. 
Perhaps because this overwhelming mandate for 
new direction city government, should 
surprise that King and Flynn are hailed regularly 
political forums and the press. But the world 
Boston politics, friendly campaigns and friendly press 

are rare friendly revolution. 

And yet that’s precisely what Boston seems 
having. The preliminary election amounted 
revolution the ballot box, and the names the 
November ballot tell voters that the fight for change 
already won. Which goes considerable distance toward 
explaining why both candidates were cheered 
Roslindale audience more than 300 people last week. 
And why, covering the race, the media generating 
continuous flow good news. Flynn vs. King: far, it’s 
cordial the Globe announced front-page headline 
last week. The story below described the reluctance 
the candidates challenge each other the Roslindale 
forum. Instead, the Globe reported, King and Flynn 
cracked one-liners, shook hands, and went home 
smiling. 

the same time, usually aggressive reporters from all 
quarters are tossing softballs the candidates. the 
television interview program News Confrence 
Sunday, Mel King hit home run nearly every at-bat. 
First, was asked the term being 
overused describing his showing the preliminary 
election. Then came softball number two: “Whose idea 
was the rainbow?” question that gave King 
opportunity declaim his new bow tie, the recent 
discovery voters that can smile and, course, the 
“rainbow coalition,” which helped King broaden his 
base from the approximately percent the 
population which black the percent the vote 
received election day. Finally, reporter doubted 
King’s chances appealing the 60,000 mostly white

upon the candidates, and the palpable optimism 
slowly overtaken the city since Kevin White announced 
would not run for re-election, small inkling 


relationship between downtown and the neighborhoods 
was revealed. week ago Friday, White announced his 
support for plan force developers cashing the 
downtown building boom contribute fund that 
would used build low- and moderate-income 
housing. The mayor was talking about “linkage,” the 
pre-eminent buzzword campaign that turned the 
ability candidates persuade voters they would 
champion the concerns the neighborhoods. 

Only few years ago, using economic boom 
downtown revitalize the city’s declining 
neighborhoods assist those already the way 
could have been accomplished through the use 
taxes, historically the greatest and most effective fiscal 
equalizer American society. But since the passage 
Proposition 1980, the city’s ability trasfer wealth 
from one sector the population another has become 
more comnplicated. Because that limit taxes, 
evolved the campaign code word for 
requiring big developers contribute neighborhood 
revitalization. 

Under the plan backed White, developers 
projects more than 100,000 square feet space would 
required contribute per square foot space toa 
fund that would used build additional housing for 
low- and moderate-income residents. The first 100,000 
feet any project would exempt. For example, this 
linkage formula had been place when construction 
began the new office tower Dewey Square, 
approximately $4.75 million would have been 
contributed the housing fund. This new building 
(which adjacent the Essex Hotel, across the street 
from South Station) 1,050,000-square-foot building, 


according the Boston Redevelopment Authority. After 
knocking off the 100,000-foot exemption, 950,000 square 
feet space would yield the $4.75 million fee. Under the 
plan endorsed White, this fee would paid after the 
building was completed, and over period years. 

might sound like lot money, but supporters and 
critics the plan agree put serious dent 
the city’s shortage low-cost housing. According 
David Trietsch the BRA, average unit low- 
moderate-income housing costs about $60,000 build, 
which means that the hypothetical linkage fee paid 
developers the Dewey Square office tower would 
enough build only apartments. Supporters the 
plan say that because the housing fund will used 
leverage additional money from banks, and 
supplement existing projects that are short capital 
trapped into paying high interest rates, the linkage 
fees will actually result more housing than the 
$60,000-per-unit equation indicates. Nevertheless, City 
Councilor Bruce Bolling, co-chairman the committee 
appointed White come with the plan, admits 
that the amount money that would generated 
under the linkage formula between $37 million and 
$52 million over the next decade panacea” for 
the city’s housing problems. 

Which why linkage should never have become the 
issue has been. King, for his part, last Thursday called 
the concept nickel-and-dime effort,” and said 
housing problems can solved only with 
federal help from new administration Washington. 
And though formula proposed Flynn more 
restrictive than the one supported White (it exempts 
only the first 50,000 square feet development), his

Still, the White-supported recommendations 
linkage are worth noting because how they were put 
together. Edward McCormack, attorney who 
represents many the largest developers operating 
Boston, and who the other co-chairman the linkage 
committee, said that “the most important the 
committee’s work “was that there was communication 
between different groups.” Indeed, the committee 
included well-known representatives the real-estate 
community, such Rappaport, well such 
advocates for low-income housing Emily Achtenberg. 
Perhaps more than coming with specific linkage 
formula, the purpose the committee was show that 
representatives conflicting interests could come 
together and reach consensus issue with the 
potential polarize the city along downtown- 
neighborhood lines. The exercise was hardly academic. 
Because both mayoral candidates hold beliefs that are 
antithetical important elements the downtown 
business community, hard negotiating sessions are 
likely regular attraction the next 
administration. 

But this regard, the committee’s success was 
questionable. Although all members signed the 
final report, the facade unity has already 
broken along those very same downtown-neighborhood 
lines. Rappaport, somewhat ominously, told Channel 
that the manner which the linkage fee would 
collected “illegal,” and even added that might 
someday challenge the collection the fee court.

King, who made through the 
preliminary election platitudes and symbolism, was 
initially unavailable for comment. Which was also 
predictable. Later the week, however, King seemed 
eager react specifically the McCormack-Bolling 
recommendations. “Yes, take the nickel-and-dime 
programs,” told audience forum sponsored 
the Citizens Housing and Planning Association the 
Harvard Club last Thursday evening. But also said 
that federal funds would required solve the city’s 
housing problems, and that “racism and have 
eliminated before affordable and decent housing can 
had all the city’s residents. 

Furthermore, another Thursday forum (held earlier 
the day UMass-Boston’s Columbia Point campus, 
and jointly sponsored the university and the Boston 
Municipal Research Bureau), King proposed one the 
most comprehensive sets solutions Boston’s fiscal 
problems the city has seen during this election year. 
King said that December, will have state legislation 
filed ease Boston’s fiscal burdens. The legislation, 
approved state lawmakers, would: allow Boston 
attach municipal surcharge any state tax the 
surcharge approved majority Boston voters; 
alter the state’s local-aid-distribution formula 
compensate Boston for the services provides state 
government and various tax-exempt institutions; and 
impose one-percent payroll tax the MBTA district 
help cover MBTA and public-pension costs. King also 
said would ask three financial experts state 
Revenue Commissioner Ira Jackson, State Street Bank 
and Trust President William Edgerly, and Boston 
Municipal Research Bureau Executive Director Samuel 
Tyler organize panel additional experts that 
would, among many other things, make 
recommendations for chief financial officer for the city, 
and review the possibility initiating wide variety 
taxes.

David Hawk’s photographs present the evidence

uol Sleng Prison, outside 
Phnom Penh, was origi- 
nally school. When Pol 
Khmer 
Rouge ousted the pro-American 
Lon Nol government, 1975, 
they forcibly relocated the entire 
population Phnom Penh into 
the countryside and began 
campaign extermination 
against the revolu- 
tion. Tuol Sleng became ex- 
ecution center, the hub 
nationwide network. 

Vietnamese forces drove the 
Khmer Rouge out four years later. 
Tuol Sleng’s administrators fled, 
but left behind them detailed 
records daily intake, con- 
fessions, daily executions. Each 
prisoner was photographed. 
some instances, “traitors” were 
photographed after 
ecuted, evidence for superiors 
that justice was being done. 
According these, their own 
records, the Khmer Rouge liqui- 
dated least 15,000 people 
Tuol Sleng.

All the floor 
space covered except for little 
square the door, where 
officer stands. has whip 
his hand. Behind him black- 
board. 

The photo the outside the 
caption describing the use its 
parts: ground floor for inter- 
rogation and torture; second and 
third floors, cells for women. 

The Khmer Rouge often used 
schools for prisons, since they 
tend the only concrete 
buildings the tropics. Some- 
times they used temples. Almost 
all other buildings are thatch and 
bamboo, obviously not suitable.

The outer 
part the original, 
looking affair ornamental iron- 
work between concrete pillars. 


topped with wooden T’s that 
hold clothesline barbed wire. 
The second layer, behind this, 
plain barrier corrugated iron.

One photo labeled simply 
“Executed prisoner 
rogation room.” There 
overturned metal chair the 
foreground. iron single 
bed with mattress, chained 
one ankle, lies dead person. The 
photo fuzzy. The knees seem 
bound some sort cloth. The 
face black, but there’s light 
circle where the mouth belongs. 
The elbows are bent, hands 
beside shoulders, fingers curled.

There’s close-up leg irons 
large bar with four U-shaped 
pieces with loops their ends 
through which the bar runs. 

And there’s picture the file 
room, like any pre- 
electric lair, photo-

from one these files one 
pages from January, 1978. lists 
prisoners, all whom were 
executed. gives their names, 
ages, sexes, occupations. Hin 
Praeung, 35-year-old woman, 
described “New person 
Section previously fished the 
enemy zone.” Sok Khov, male, 
age 42, “Old person Co- 
#1, Sector 5.” 

the people the page, 
have the word “chairman” 
the description their occupa- 
tion. This page comes from the 
period which became evi- 
dent that the new economic 
policies were not working. Ob- 
viously, the Khmer Rouge’s 
thinking went, somebody 
sabotaging the revolution. The 
solution: co-op wasn’t 
producing, kill its chairman. 
army unit was inefficient, kill its 
commander. 

Another executed “traitor” 
young boy, photographed from 
mid-thigh up. heavy wooden 
plaque with 
decipherable lies his 
chest. His hands still hold scrap 
black cloth over his genitals. 
picture emptied mass graves 
shows quiltwork rectangular 
depressions the foreground, 
and the peaceful flat tropical 
landscape the background, 
stretching away the horizon 
with its two skinny, far-away 
palms. 

Then there are the survivors 
from all over the country. There’s 
temptation, after all that death, 
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they’ve survived, they can look 
after themselves. Their faces ar- 
rest us, though. Mr. Mom Chhot 
stands defiant dark safari suit 
and leather sandals, 
cheroot stuck smack 
middle his mouth. Mrs. leng 
Pheong and her small daugh- 
ter look away from the camera, 
beautiful and harried. The sur- 
viving monks Wat Chum- 
pouproeuksa line the steps. 
Before 1975 there were around 


100 them; now there are seven.

GREAT LENGTHS 


Did you ever wonder who wields the 
yardstick and actually measures the 
length marathon? Long before the 
starting gun goes off, John McGrath has 
been over every centimeter 
racecourse several times, some 
his hands and knees. Usually it’s just 
after sunup Sunday morning, when 
there the least amount traffic. 
runner himself, McGrath has been 
measuring and marking road races the 
Boston area for the past seven years, 
most recently part the business 
runs, managing and promoting races. 
His painstaking task. McGrath uses 
the bicycle calibration method prescribed 
the national Athletics Congress. Early 
measure and mark, McGrath rides his 
bike for while equalize the tire 
pressure, then lines the bike’s front 
axle with the starting line certified 
one-mile calibration course Vassar 
Street Cambridge, and pedals “as 
straight arrow” the finish point. 
reads the Jones counter attached 
the front wheel the vicinity 
15,162 “clicks,” one for about every four 
inches. repeats the process least 
once double check and averages the 
counts, thus obtaining one-mile 
constant for the day. then goes the 
race starting line and marks one-mile 
split after each 15,162 clicks the 
counter. The cne-mile constant must 
obtained anew for each race and good

Located Asia Mi- 
nor, the ancient kingdom 
Armenia included what today 
northeastern Turkey, the Arme- 
nian Soviet Socialist Republic, 
and northwestern Iran. “Arme- 
nian history goes back some 3000 
years,” says Lachinian. “Armenia 
served link between East and 
West. was Middle-Eastern but 
Christian.” Armenia was the first 
Christian state, fact that led 
early history religious con- 
flict, and the development 
intense nationalism. Situated 
strategic route the East, 


the kingdom was conquered and 
reconquered Persians, Byzan- 
tines, White Huns, Khazaks, and 
Arabs. the 16th century, had 
become part the Ottoman 
Empire, and Armenian financiers 
and merchants, despite steady 
religious persecution, prospered 
for several centuries under the 
Turks. 

But far modern Arme- 
nians are concerned, the most 
important period their history 
begins 1894 and ends 1915. 
During that time the Ottoman 
Sultan Abd al-Hamid later 
known the “Great Assassin” 
came with plan erase 
Armenian influence from Ot- 
toman society, plan that in- 
cluded periodic massacres 
Armenians. These reached their 
peak 1915 during World 
when the Turkish government 
accused Armenians helping 
Russian invaders. “There isn’t 
Armenian family that you can 
meet this country that doesn’t 
have stories tell you about 
those massacres,” says Manoog 
Young. “And percent the 
cases, two, three, four, five, six, 
10, people were lost.” 
Armenians were rounded and 
either killed outright “re- 
located” forced march into the 
Syrian desert, where many died. 

Historians believe that 
one and half million Arme- 
nians were killed during those 
years, along with 50,000 60,000 
Turks. Armenians were dispersed 
most the countries the 
Middle East, well France 
and the United States.

here’s pink slip the 

mailbox that says regis- 
tered letter waiting 

the post office. might herald 
unexpected legacy announce 
that won the 
Digest Sweepstakes. But more 
likely it’s dunning letter from 
bank, utility, collection agency. 
Millions these registered let- 
ters out each year, and mil- 
lions people are currently 
involved the dunning process. 

world awash debt, the 
American consumer slouch. 
the end 1982, Americans 
had run about $1.1 trillion 
outstanding mortgage loans, $428 
billion consumer credit loans, 
and another $109.5 billion owed 
banks and insurance companies 
for other kinds loans. This 
totals some $1.6 trillion, spread 
over population about 232 
million; that works out approx- 
imately $6900 for every man, 
woman, and child the country. 

The size the numbers, 
course, means little. What 
important 
among many people that person- 
debt somehow more onerous 
than used be. 

Much today’s personal debt 
was incurred the late 1970s and 
early 1980s, people investing 
inflation. When inflation 
high and increasing yearly, 
did through much that period, 
economically wise borrow 
much possible; the money 
you borrow can then used 
acquire hard assets, such real 
estate gold, which are ap- 
preciating price. Your repay- 
ment the debt, meanwhile, 
made dollars that are becom- 
ing less valuable with each pass- 
ing month. 

When the inflation rate drops 
off, however, 
rowers are left saddled with big 
debts that must repaid 
harder-to-come-by dollars. Infla- 
tionary expectations have proved 
disaster for many bor- 
rowers now that the inflation rate 
has taken such fall.

Not only have dances fallen 
into disrepair, they are danger 
disappearing (just another day the 
world dance). Although the documen- 
tation Duncan’s life immense, there 
are films all images her are still.

never saw her can never know how she 
danced, what special qualities 
movement and personality 
sessed. Last weekend the Joy 
Movement, however, the Dance Um- 
brella presented Jeanne Bresciani and 
Lance Westergard “Dancers for 
Isadora” performance that was 
both instructive and eloquent. These two 
formed their company “to keep alive the 
conceptual style movement Isadora 
Duncan ... bringing this style into our 


contemporary dance life.” Although 
Westergard also performed solo works 
made and for him, was Isadora who 
dominated the stage.

Yet 
when Bresciani did two dances 
Scriabin Etudes “The Mother” and 
“The Revolutionary” she seemed 
closer Duncan. “The Mother,” 
choreography goes straight 
the heart her subject and its contradic- 


sustained, familiar movements 


infected the writer with 
comic vision that his theater work lacked. 

Reading this effervescent book, which 
contains Raphaelson’s scripts Trouble 
Paradise (1934), The Shop Around the 
Corner (1940), and Heaven Can Wait 
(1943), well his notes these scripts 
and “Freundschaft,” his simultaneously 
toughminded and sweet-tempered remi- 
niscence working with Lubitsch, you 
feel entering the high life the 
imagination. The scripts are every bit 
sharp and ebullient Kael indicates; 
Lubitsch prized verbal and visual wit, 
and Raphaelson worked please him, 
these screenplays have literary life 
their own. And the timing the book’s 
arrival Boston perfect, for the 
Coolidge Corner presenting two- 
week Lubitsch retrospective introduced 
MIT film professor William Paul, 
whose study Ernst Lubitsch’s American 
Comedy honors the director and 
Raphaelson taking their farces seri- 
ously. Even the duds the series are 
worth seeing contrast. Design for 
Living (1932) (loosely adapted Ben 
Hecht from Noel Coward’s play) sinks 
under the weight its own heavy- 
handed naughtiness, with one dated 
innuendo following another, 


evoke the dual nature mothering: 
nurturing/relinquishing. And under the 
golden light, Bresciani took the 
volume and magnitude Picasso 
madonna.

This polished con artist 
about fall love with impudent, 
exuberant thiefette, Miriam Hopkins; 
together they conjure affair 
nonstop improvisation. And with merry 
abandon, the writer and the director have 
put themselves the same position 
that harried waiter they have 
provide the menu for liaison that, 
despite the lovers’ mercenary nature, 
based completely intangibles. her 
introduction, Kael says, 
professional crooks are accomplished 
seducers, and Raphaelson knows that 
seduction form flimflam dust 
tossed dazzled eyes.” also true 
flirtation, later on, with Kay 
Francis, and when Hopkins collaborates 
with Marshall fleece Francis her 
fortune, the three are such perfect tonal 
contrasts that the film becomes wood- 
wind rhapsody for clarinet (Francis), 
flute (Hopkins), and oboe (Marshall).

His propensity for 
writing about the soiled and the neglect- 
sufferers from too much drink, too 
few jobs, and precious little faith will 
doubtless make him anathema the 
unjaundiced reader, and possibly the 
bestseller list well. Not that 
received his share critical acclaim: the 
spareness his stories and the bleak 
mundanity his subject matter have 
earned Carver, somewhat erroneously,

course, modern chroniclers 
despair are American Steinbeck, but 
collection, Cathedral 
(Knopf, $13.95, 228 pages), may plunge 
the tradition new depths hopeless- 
ness. used cancerous truths 
exposed the knife, well 
fallen angels and flawed artists and failed 
dreams. But Carver’s burned-out 
alcoholics never had much creativity 
worth sabotaging; men who 
enjoy crumb doughnuts and André cham- 
pagne for breakfast, have seizures and 
shakes rehab centers. The women sell 
vitamins for living fix hair; they lose 
their children death alienation, and 
they loathe (or worse, pity) their hus- 
bands. Despondent but never con- 
descending, Cathedral marked 
small tragedies and even slighter joys 
you know, are what you wake from.” 

“Preservation,” 
evasive story about stasis, woman 
comes home find her laidoff husband 
the sofa, usual, and discover that 
the gone the blink. 
foreboding: she opened the door, 
warm, boxed-in air came out her. She 
couldn’t believe the mess inside.

The essential 
actorly trick understate rather than 
indicate, internalize and intermingle 
the several attributes that 
some suspense which will dominate 
the next moment. 

Unfortunately, there’s nothing under- 
stated about Conrad Temple’s Norman 
the production the Artists’ Col- 
laborative and the Nucleo Eclettico. Here 
the character smug, excessively 
boorish, and not the least bit charming 
attractive; moreover acting 
little more than string exaggeratedly 
dopy teddy-bear faces plastered atop

This show, despite its musical 
echoes Hair, has more with the 
Age Reaganomics than with the Age 
Aquarius the wake which the 
popular comic strip was born. fact, it’s 
ironic that this innocuous entertainment, 
with book Trudeau and music 
Elizabeth Swados, exemplifies the ‘80s 
while gently deriding them.

House, Stevie 
troduced oldies medley with some 
humorously remarks:

“Sealed, Signed, and 
vigorously paced his Wonderlove 
band, but was matter-of-fact 
reference himself worker that 
made you smile most. that introduc- 
tion, explained that fans saved his job 
1965 when they made his 
second Top hit, thus refuting 
pessimistic Motown executives who had 
feared his first, “Fingertips, Part was 
pubescent-soprano novelty, one-shot.

Lee Konitz. may have played more 
the past, pushed himself think 
his feet faster, but the aura these 
performances unique. The grace 
“The Night Has Thousand Eyes” and 
the cataclysm the swagger 
“Sweet Georgia Brown” and the 
vulnerability “Penthouse Serenade” 
these speak with emotional power 
that’s closer the spiritual than 
percent the more overtly pious con- 
trivances.

garage dance heaven, the New York 
City Peech Boys made their plea for love behind 
reserved beat, spacy sound effects full languor, 
and guitars and synths that slinked out the icy 
arrangement solo flirtatiously. This song came 
out hesitant, distracted, teasing. But the Peech 
Boys, led the suave, silver-throated Bernard 
Fowler, denied: the time they sang 
“Oh, dee-si-ah you,” their sweetest pitch rang 
confidently they were either outrageous winners 
damned fools. Guess which. 

Ordinarily, dance classics like this don’t need 
remakes; one disco’s charms the way the 
great ancient records months ago can sound 
captivatingly outré, splendidly frozen 
their tracks. But the new version “Don’t Make 
Wait,” which the centerpiece the New 
York City Peech Boys’ debut album, matches the 
irresistibility. Much that silent space 
now chirping with crinkled synth loops; the beat 
has developed more sharply accented passion, 
and the singing both more relaxed and more 
confident the Peech Boys still come out 
winners, only less risky ones. “Don’t Make 
Wait” introduced frank, unabashed dance music: 
unabashed about letting dance worship well 
celebrate; unabashed about letting not just 
parade itself but flaunt its cleverest notions and 
deepest convictions; unabashed about letting act 
up, like rude rock and roll. The first side Life 
Something Special showcases these frisky at- 
titudes the Peech Boys’ songs.

Still, these sincere sentiments sound jaded next 
those the title cut. that cozy search, the 
Peech Boys ferret out the wellsprings dance 
music divine, traveling the power of-subtle 
rhythms, cushion piano, and rapt, praising 
harmonies. Fans are encouraged seek this cut 
out 12-inch, where its soul expeditions 
continue longer, more fantastically, with Fowler 
turning into Manhattan Green lost 
earthly garage.

first the production looks 
might recall Freud more than Saint Paul, 
with Ben Halley caftaned Pericles 
curled fetal slumber the empty 
stage Gower appears, dream, 
from smoking hole the floor. (The 
“historical Gower,” Sellars goes great 
lengths have know, was famed 
storyteller described Robert Greene 
poem thus: “His bonnet was hat 
blew/His sleeves straight that same 
hew.” Well, you guessed it, the BSC’s 
Gower turns out Brother Blue, but 
more that anon.) his bebop 
rhythms, the chatty shade tells Per- 
icles’s attempt win the hand 
voluptuous princess Antioch, who 
turns out embroiled incest with 
her royal dad.

vile truth his intended’s filial lust, 
chases the white-pantied girl about the 
stage even rejects her. The conflict 
obvious; Pericles man principle 
and appetite. Eventually resumes his 
nap and the visions waft off like zombies 
James’s “Rollin’ and 
Tumbling’ wails from the sound system 
Pericles thrashes the throes his 
nightmare. 

sooner have assimilated this 
spooky flirtation than it’s back Tyre for 
something completely different: brief- 
case-toting bureaucrats humoring their 
distracted prince while dark-suited 
assassin sent Antiochus skulks the 
background behaving like Gordon 
Liddy’s dumber brother. Eventually Per- 
icles confides his premonitions danger 
‘Tis time fear when tyrants seem 
kiss”) stony henchman Helicanus and 
beats it. Then, the bureaucrats prepare 
wine and dine the hit man, whom they 
think messenger, the actor playing 
the assassin pulls gnarled, tight- 
fitting mask and sits down the crudely 
constructed table the governor 
Tharsus the famine-struck kingdom 
where the next scene will take place. 
Instead the play’s appearing shot 
all over the map, which is, has 
transitions that are smooth walking 
from one room the next. 

Tharsus that Sellars the 
puppeteer starts work his macabre 
magic, with the masked actors playing 
Governor Cleon and his wife, Dionyza, 
resembling humans less than the am- 
bulatory creations the Bread and 
Puppet Theater. Restricted budget 
that reportedly would make shoestring 
look like goodly piece hemp, 
costume designer Craig Sonnenberg and 
Sellars have created whole characters out 
bits wool and glue and glitter; and 
their credit, the actors flesh out these 
conceptions neatly, supplying the right 
vices, poses, and gaits for the knobby 
grotesques. Watching Sindri Anderson’s 
near-bald, tiara-topped Dionyza claw 
bits baked-on food from the tines 
fork while her husband laments starva- 
tion the land, don’t find hard 
accept her the placid villainess she will 
become when she pads through later 
sections the play with plastic wine 
glass her hand and murder her 
heart. 

After Tharsus (not confused with 
catharsis, which comes later), Pericles 
gets shipwrecked (natch) and lands, the 
sole survivor, the shore what must 
the funniest incidental scene recent 
Shakespearean memory. all know 
how often the Bard’s interjections 
comic relief with modern actors 
laboring like Archie Rice push arcane 
jokes just aren’t comic. But Sellars’s 
vision disheartened Pericles con- 
fronting three Pentapolitan equivalents 
Gloucester fishermen made laugh 
out loud. Picture Halley’s soggy prince 
gassing with some eloquence dolt 


waders who holding aloft the feet 
compatriot, the latter, his head and 
upper body deep the briny hole from 
which Gower once emerged, engages 
what looks more like accidental scuba 
diving than fishing. But the clowns serve 
their purpose; they tell Pericles where 
and reel his missing armor. This 
allows the beleaguered prince com- 
pete once again for princess, thankfully 
one less X-rated than the daughter 
Antiochus. 

Apparently hurry advance the 
plot the expense chuckle, Sellars 
makes the most what follows: the 
knightly tourney that King Simonides 
holds honor his daughter 
birthday. Paul Redford, bewigged 
mask that conspires make him look 
like cross between Curly (of the Three 
Stooges) and Sellars, benign, comical, 
yet commanding monarch. And Sandra 
Shipley displays demure but steely will 
Thaisa, who though shy with the 
jockeying knights clearly appalled 
them all. Until Pericles appears, with- 
ered branch his hand. Following the 
tournament (which signified 
blackout and snippet soundtrack 
from the Indy 500), the triumphant 
Pericles appears sitting alone the 
stage apron, obviously funk. Only 
Thaisa can reach him, and after some 
verbal fencing the stranger and princess 
“Please Set Date,” escalating into 
fullscale jitterbug with deep dips and 
deeper kisses. “Unclasp, unclasp,” the 
dotty-seeming king bids them end this 
jazzy bit seductive foolery. But the dye 
has been cast; Pericles 
having bumped asses 
booties, are love. And their fierce, pure 
passion, first consummated, then 
thwarted, and finally embodied their 
daughter Marina, will dominate the rest 
the play. mountain too high, 
ocean too deep, plot development too 
farfetched, etc. 

Just Sellars knows how ornament, 
seems sense when it’s time scale 
down. the tempest which Marina 
born board ship and Thaisa supposed- 
dies minimally, frighteningly repre- 
sented here, with overhead light 
swung wildly back and forth above the 
action signify the rampaging wind, 
and actors the sidelines shaking bits 
metal create the thunder and then 
the soothing lap the mollified ocean.

This way, know 
exactly what been missing. the 
director quaintly puts the program 
notes, “The sunlight plays 
classical ruin for approximately 
hours.” The power the piece does 
seem ebb after intermission which 
lasts minutes and years,” the latter 
the interval between Shakespeare’s acts 
three and four.

But back Peter Sellars and his 
attempt imagine the trouble that 
Shakespeare had imagining happy 
ending.

And the characters are 
rounded that despite their external 
limitations deeply

Through this double-decker 
love/hate story, Raphaelson and 
Lubitsch are able combine the two 
kinds romance they separated before, 
albeit the most unlikely, prosaic 
setting. their love letters, Stewart and 
Sullavan are passionately, whimsi- 
cally high-minded Hopkins and 
Marshall were passionately, whimsically 
low-minded; their workaday life they 
banter evasively (as Francis and Marshall 
do, first) deny the flirtatious tugs 
they feel toward each other. They must 
learn believe their own best self- 
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images, transfer their chivalric 
dreams their everyday lives. 
The screenplay developed 
six sequences rise and fall 
with the surprising weight 
mini-lifetimes (the sequences 
Paradise are more like superbly 
designed, interlocking musical 
comedy routines).

nothing sacred? Even 
weather forecasters, the 

woolly bears, blew last winter. 
Unless you had sixth sense, you 
couldn’t count the 
Almanac either. face it: nobody 
was ready for the puniest snowfall 
recorded New England history. 

Actually, it’s theory that the 
seasons have slipped, giving spring 
skiers the best snow. This has certainly 
been the case recent years April 
has been terrific snow month. Last 
spring, Mt. Snow had close for lack 
skiers when there was edge-to-edge 
which makes fetish staying open 
longer than any ski area the civilized 
East, had its longest season ever last 
year: the area was open from Oct. 
through June for 240 days, eight 
months, skiing and was the 
second straight year the area had stayed 
open into mid-June! 

When area stays open into the 
month June the worst snow year 
modern history, that says something 
about the state Eastern skiing. tells 
you that people who run Killington 
were right decade ago when the came 
the conclusion that ain’t gonna 
snow more New England, and 
made the decision bring their own 
damn snow many mountains 


they could string together with lifts. 

the time sounded crazy, but the 
advantage hindsight makes seem 
brilliantly prophetic. Before the first 
skiable snow fell mid-January last 
season, the Sherburne Corporation, 
which owns Killington and Mt. Snow, 
had raked $10 million from skiers. 
much for being patient with Mother 
Nature. 

Other ski areas have not sat still 
either. You might even say that snow- 


making has affected ski areas the way 


computers have affected data process- 
ing big! Take King Ridge, New 
Hampshire, and Pleasant Mountain, 
Maine, for examples. Without snow- 
making they had struggle stay 
open for one week during the snow 
drought the 1979-’80 season. Both 
areas bit the bullet and put big 
snowmaking installations, and last sea- 
son, despite the terrible weather, they 
managed have 71- and 90-day 
seasons, respectively. was, fact, 
Pleasant second-longest 
season seven years. 

Once merely pleasant pastime, 
skiing, like football, baseball, and’ 
basketball, has become serious busi- 
ness calling for the investment 
serious bucks. And now, with the aid 
computers and other high-tech break- 
throughs snowmaking efficiency, 
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there’s even second generation 
snowmakers. Sugarloaf, for instance, 
spending $2.5 million expand, retro- 
fit, and upgrade its system that 
eventually will able double its 
coverage 200 acres and have half 
that skiable Thanksgiving. This 
season, Mt. Snow will 
snowmaking coverage percent, 
from 152 214 acres, percent 
the mountain. 

Such developments affect not only 
where and when ski, but how much 
pay for it. You might assume that 
after year bad snow and hard times, 
ski areas would holding the line 
prices, not dropping them. some 
places they are, but not most the 
Vermont super-resorts.

ave you ever wondered what 
happens world-class skiers 

when their racing days are 
over? The answer close hand 
your local ski shop: old racers don’t 
melt away, they sign with ski, boot, 
binding manufacturers and develop 
high-tech equipment. Their quest for 
the perfect ski, boot, binding, using 
rapidly evolving technologies, will 
bring slick, colorful assortment new 
ski equipment this year consumer 
market always hungry for flashy in- 
novation. 

This year’s equipment innovations 
are aimed intelligent, sophisticated 
skiers who understand 
ferences equipment performance, 
but are not willing sacrifice comfort 
control get them. Most manufac- 
turers have overcome early basic con- 
struction and design problems with 
Fiberglas, foam, and plastics, they 
can focus details now. But each 
company approaches these details 
slightly different way. 

Ski boots have changed more 
recent years than any other piece ski 
equipment, and there wide range 
avant-garde boot ideas, for both down- 
hill and cross-country, from which 
choose. There have also been notice- 
primarily heel attachments, prompt- 
forward-bending injuries. Skis 
themselves have undergone the least 
change, with some minor flex-control 
developments. 


Boots 

This year’s boot offerings are 
exciting mixture the new and the old: 
manufacturers have combined radical 
new designs with old concepts that 
have been refined and improved. The 
boot companies have paid the most 
attention design and fit. 

Both rear-entry and foam fit are ideas 
that have been around for years, but 
few the big companies incorporated 


‘these features their lines until this 


season. Now there definite trend 
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toward the rear-entry boot design 
originally developed Hanson years 
ago. This year, Dachstein, Nordica, 
Raichle, and Trappeur have all in- 
troduced rear-entry boots, and Alpina 
and Koflach introduced boots that open 
the back and the front. Many skiers 
like the rear-entry feature because 
makes putting boots quick and easy 
instead opening overlapping 
front flap and climbing into the boot, 
skier does with conventional styles, 
rear-entry allows him her simply 
pull back the rear cuff the boot and 
walk right in. 

definite demand the 
market for this type boot,” Koflach 
product manager Peter Buser explains. 
“There’s always been demand for 
equipment people can get and out 
quickly.” 

Injecting foam into boot doesn’t 
make easier get into, but does 
give each skier unique custom fit. San 
Marco, Koflach, Raichle, Dynafit, and 
Dachstein have each introduced vented 
foam-injection systems this year 
least one boot line. Although foam 
injection has been around since the 
‘60s, early failures with the method 
discouraged manufacturers from using 
until the system was improved. 

San Marco, Aspen, Colorado, was 
one the few companies that tried 
perfect foam injection. Now San Marco 
has patent its injection system, 
which has licensed other boot 
manufacturers. Retailers custom-fit ski 
boots injecting the foam into 
hollow bladder inside the boot after the 
skier has put the boot on. The foam 
expands evenly throughout the boot, 
and sets quickly through chemical 
reaction.

Farmers take their cues from 
the number acorns squirrels stuff 
into their cheeks each fall, from how 
low the sparrows fly the way their 
warm-weather retreats. Now

Almanac. 

Robert Bailey Thomas, schoolmaster, 
farmer, bookbinder, astronomer, and, 
most likely, skier, first published his 
treatise 1792, calling The 
Almanack, from the ancient Arabic 
word meaning “calendar the 
heavens.” 

handbook, which sold for 
about eight cents, was replete with 
weather forecasts, medicinal remedies, 
moral guidance, humor, and all matters 
concerning the moon and its phases. 
even had handy hole its upper left 
corner, perfect for hanging string 
the outhouse. 

Soon, Thomas’s work became the 
source for long-range weather predic- 
tions. The precursor the American 
Express card, one would leave home 
without it. When Thomas died, 1846, 
after having produced consecutive 
editions, the new editors vowed keep 
his brainstorm alive. Today, editors 
later, baby 192 years old. 
course, though still bound the 
traditional yellow cover, the periodical

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burst anaerobic energy energy 
that not immediately fed the 
body’s oxygen supply. 


Training for anaerobic activity can 
simple jumping rope, one- 
two-minute intervals, for quarter 
hour few times week. Better still, 
though, incorporate anaerobic 
exercising into aerobic activity. Dr. Lyle 
Micheli, director sports medicine 
Children’s Hospital and coauthor 
Sports for Life (Beacon Press, $5.95), 
suggests 
called fartlek. Fartlek means “running 
play,” and the idea integrate few 
quick sprints into normal jogging 
routine. the initial pace slow,” 
Micheli explains, and then “suddenly 
speed for yards, then slow 
down again.” The sprints, says, not 
only serve anaerobic and aerobic 
training, but can also add little variety 
day’s run. 

Obviously, any cardiovascular train- 
ing also going build muscle 
strength and muscular endurance. Jog- 
ging and rope jumping, for instance, are 
excellent exercises for the quadriceps 
and hamstrings (the front and back 
the thighs). And, since both downhill 
and cross-country skiing put great 
deal stress the legs, keeping them 
free from muscle fatigue essential. 
Serious skiers, then, may want take 
strength. Dr. Robert Leach, professor 
orthopedics Boston University and 
one the physicians working with the 
National Ski Team, suggests light 
weightlifting Nautilus programs for 
expert skiers, advising them concen- 
trate the leg, groin, and stomach 
muscles. Cross-country skiers, Leach 
adds, may also want some 
occasional light bench presses in- 
crease their arm power. 

Not every skier, however, has access 
training equipment; for those who 
don’t, Micheli prescribes what calls 
“wall-sitting.” Designed strengthen 
the thighs, pelvis, and abdomen, this 
exercise consists bracing your back 
against wall and “sitting” with your 
hips and knees right angles, 
imaginary chair. Sounds simple, but, 
Micheli points out, most people can’t 
sustain the position for longer than five 
seconds the first try. Micheli 
also suggests simple bent-knee situps 
several times week strengthen the 
abdomen and hip muscles further. 
with all exercise, recommends you 
set your own pace with the situps and 
the wall-sitting, increasing the amount 
you every day only much 
comfortable for you. 


But matter how strong in- 
vigorated exercising may make you, 
klutz still going fall, 
and perhaps get hurt. Although the 
debate continues about whether agility 
innate learned, there are few 
conditioning tips that may improve 
your balance and coordination. 

Again, jumping rope may some 
value acquiring nimbleness the 
slopes; should, least, accustom you 
the up-and-down motion skiing. 
Perhaps better simulation the sport, 
this one “box-jump” exercise. Place 
small cardboard box the floor, and, 

ski poles hand, jump back and 

forth over until you tire. you 
improve navigating one size box, 
Micheli adds, keep moving bigger 
and bigger objects. 

Sigi Grottendorfer, ski-school direc- 
tor Sugarbush Mountain 
ski resort for the last years, rec- 
training exercise. Every morning, 
Grottendorfer gets dressed, puts his 
socks while standing one leg. 
“Try sometime,” says. “It’s not 

But even Sigi Grottendorfer admits 
still falls occasionally everybody 
does. And preparing your body for the 
inevitable spills and stumbles the 
sport is, without question, the single 
most important aspect proper con- 
ditioning. It’s also the one aspect people 
people habitually neglect. The most 
common ski injuries resulting from falls 
pulled muscles and torn ligaments 
and cartilage are actually the easiest 
avoid. All takes regular and 
concerted program stretching and 
limbering exercises. 

Start with the front the thighs, the 
quadriceps, advises Dr. John Rich- 
mound, chief New England Medical 
sports-medicine section. Seat 
yourself sort runners’ starting 
position your right leg bent the 
knee front you and your left leg 
extended behind you. Then, with your 
right hand, grab your left ankle and 
gently lift towards your buttocks until 
you feel stretch. Hold there for 
about seconds, and then reverse the 
position your legs and repeat the 
exercise, using your left hand. 

For the back the thighs, the 
hamstrings, Richmound suggests sit- 
ting the floor with your right 
stretched out front you and you 
left leg bent the knee that 
bottom the left foot resting against 
the right inner thigh. Now, slowly bend 
forward from the hips towards the toes 
your right leg, and hold the position 
for about seconds. Reverse legs and 
repeat the stretch. 

Loosening the heelcords (the back 
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the ankle) somewhat less com- 
plicated, Richmound says, but less 
important, considering the particularly 
brutal beating they can take the 
slopes. condition them, simply stand 
with your feet flat the floor, your 
arms outstretched front you with 
your palms resting against wall, and 
lean forward, bending your arms. Each 
time you try this exercise, says, step 
little further from the wall increase 
the challenge. Cross-country skiers 
may also want add similar exercise 
for the arms their stretching routine: 
lace your fingers out front you 
shoulder height, and, you extend 
your hands forward, turn your palms 
outward. Hold the stretch for approx- 
imately seconds. 

Finally, stretch the groin area 
the groin muscle another frequently 
pulled while skiing 
recommends sitting the floor with 
your knees bent outward and the soles 
your feet touching each other. Hold 
your feet and gently pull yourself 
forward for approximately seconds. 
For slightly easier groin exercise, 
assume the same sitting position, this 
time with your back resting against 
wall. Instead pulling your torso 
forward, just rest your hands your 
knees and gently push down for 
approximately seconds. 

All these exercises, with dozens 
variations, can found what 
Richmound and others refer “the 
conditioning manual called 
Stretching, Bob Anderson (Shelter 
Press, $7.95). But, Richmound says, the 
book and the exercises describes are 
all but useless unless part 
regular and consistent program: 
three-or-four-day-a-week conditioning 
routine that begins soon. Loosening 
the body takes time, warns, and 
rushed superficial workouts can 
more harm than good. Skiers who 
hurry through conditioning may feel 
prepared, but their tight and brittle 
muscles and joints are still going 
make skiing risky. 

lot people try cram everything 
into the week before they come [to 
agrees Grottendorfer. can 
just worsen the situation; can stiffen 
the body. And then [skiers] wonder 
why they feel bad the next day.” 

Even worse, Grottendorfer says, 
that some people condition themselves 
properly, but then sabotage their own 
efforts not following through that 
not warming immediately 
before their first run. You can unwind 
your muscles for months, says, but 
high altitudes and crisp temperatures 
can tighten them instant. 
suggests that skiers take few extra 
minutes their first morning out for 
some toe touches and body twists.

The painful truth about conditioning, 
though, that skiers can build their 
cardiovascular system, their muscular 
strength and endurance, 
limberness, and break leg. There 
any type training that can 
absolutely guarantee preventing seri- 
ous fall. What proper conditioning can 
do, however, stack the odds your 
favor can help give you the 
strength, coordination, and power 
stay your feet. And, perhaps equally 
important, getting shape can give 
you significant mental advantage: 
confidence yourself and your body 
that may pull you through potentially 
dangerous situations.

ized the actual foot, and makes for 
any voids spaces inside the boot,” 
San Marco vice-president Wendy Kid- 
der says. “Because it’s very close the 
foot, much more responsive boot.” 

Lange has taken slightly different 
approach the same concept, with 
completely new foam-fit system that 
the company calls Thermofit. 
boots have wafer circuit board 
sandwiched between 
foam layers inside the boot. The circuit 
board heated when the boot buyer 
puts the boots. The 140-degree heat 
causes the foam expand and mold 
the foot. Lange’s method has 
advantage over foam injection 
the first fit doesn’t feel right, the 
customer can plug in, walk around 
the boots again, and make second fit. 
However, the printed circuit board 
fragile and likely break after the 
boot used for skiing, can’t 
continually readjusted. 

Caber has also come with 
solution the fit problem which takes 
completely different approach. 


Caber’s new Conica ski boot features 
external cone-shaped sleeve, which 
wraps around the instep and the cuff 
and distributes pressure evenly around 
the entire foot when the sleeve drawn 
back. Caber marketing manager Joseph 
Guglielmetti says the Caber design 
unique because works 
outside, instead the inside. 

“When controlling your skis 
skiing, the most important parts 
the boot are the forefoot and the heel. 
feel have superior system 
because wraps the foot externally,” 
Guglielmetti says. 

Some the new boots use one 
variety cable air-bladder injection 
systems. The air bladders are 
filled with hand-sized pump that 
comes with the boots and allows the 
skier adjust air pressure while skiing. 

final novel downhill boot design 
comes from Dolomite: ski boot with 
detachable sole. Dolomite service man- 
ager Bruce Wilson says the design was 
prompted problems that arise from 
walking ski boots without skis. The 
boot sole stays right the binding 
when skier steps out the skis, 
exposing rubber walking sole that 
not awkward standard ski-boot 
bottom. 

The big news cross-country boot 
technology this year the virtual 
stampede toward integrated boot-and- 
binding systems. This trend evolved 
manufacturers sought improve kick- 
ing power transferring the flex 
function from the pinned boot toe 
movable binding. Freeing the 
toe allows higher heel lift and, turn, 
longer stride and better kick. Seven 
boot manufacturers are now producing 
various boot models that incorporate 
the Salomon Nordic System (SNS) 
binding, and least three other com- 
panies offer integrated boot-and-bind- 
ing systems. The SNS, Dynafit, and 
Adidas integrated systems were all 
developed allow higher kick with 
redesigned toepieces, and also feature 
sole and/or heel plates with longitudi- 
nal, compatible ridges for greater stabil- 
ity. The Trak Trakker system retains the 
standard three-pin toe binding, but has 
sole plate with double ridges and 
heel plate keep the feet from 
slipping sideways. 

Among the companies now making 
SNS-compatible boots, Salomon, Jalas 
(Jarvinen), Alfa, and Suveren feature 
racing models. Salomon, Jalas, Alfa, 
Norboot, and Heierling offer 
and off-track models. Randy Merrell 
fairly recent arrival the cross- 
country boot market first became 
well-known when designed line 
hiking boots specifically for American 
feet. Now custom-designs cross- 
country boots, well 
telemark and off-track 
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Merrell and the other new SNS manu- 
facturers also produce many non-SNS 
models for various types cross- 
country skiing. 

Besides the integrated-system craze, 
there are several new boot designs 
the market that stand out. Most the 
interesting designs incorporate new 
materials make the boots warmer, 
lighter, more waterproof. One 
these boots Dolomite’s new 75mm 
touring Tour PU, entirely injection- 
molded polyurethane. Another 
new boot for telemarking from Fa- 
biano, the T-290, which promises 
one the lightest telemark boots 
the market. Skiing Finn has recently 
introduced 50/7mm ankle-high boot, 
made with aluminized polyurethane 
the outer boot and with felt the inner 
boot, called the Northern Light. Skiing 
boots can also used with the 
Finn system, using sole plate with 
zigzag pattern compatible with the boot 
provide stability. 

Many the new boots feature Velcro 
lace-covers keep snow out the 
lace, and one Merrell 75mm design 
closes with the Velcro flaps popular 
this year’s running-shoe lines. 


Skis 

Whereas ski-boot manufacturers are 
busy coming with new ideas, ski 
manufacturers have reached plateau 
ski evolution. There are still new 
forms lamination, new stiffening 
damping materials and construction, 
and new ideas about flex, torsion, and 
sidecut, but few these innovations 
are really radical. 

general, ski manufacturers are 
increasing the variety skis they offer, 
and are bringing concepts they have 
developed for racing skis into their 
recreational lines. Many companies 
have moved into lines versatile skis, 
which can used variety 
conditions. These skis are typically 
slalom-type Fiberglas models designed 
firm the middle for quick turns, 
but with flexible shovels for moguls 
and soft snow. 

Blizzard has new ski whose camber 
changes slightly with changes tem- 
perature. These Thermo-line skis are 
supposed exert more pressure under 
the boot cold weather for better grip, 
and more pressure the tail and tip 
warmer weather for better steering. 

The main trend new cross-country 
ski design closely parallels that 
downhill development temperature- 
sensitive variable-camber construc- 
tion. But cross-country ski manufac- 
turers are also experimenting with 
numerous types waxless bases, 
which come many forms. Some 
companies also feature waxless inserts 
the center the ski.

Blizzard has introduced its own 
variable-camber ski cross-country 
model, but the Thermo line temper- 
ature-sensitive, rather than Kevlar-ad- 
justable. Like the other manufacturers, 
Blizzard has also developed new 
waxless base, Quattroscale. However, 
Blizzard does not use Quattroscale 
construction the Thermo line. 

Kastle also offers new waxless base 
this year called Vario Profile, which has 
more steps shorter kick zone than 
top three skis contain Zicral plate 
along the skis’ waxing area give 
racers more rebound. Hagan offers 
new light-touring ski for varying condi- 
tions includes waxless kicker 
insert for better climbing. 


Bindings 

Until recently, most innovation 
binding design for downhill skis was 
showed that twisting falls caused the 
greatest number fall-related injuries, 
binding manufacturers developed 
toepieces that release skier’s toe when 


falls, instead clamping tight. 


Now some manufacturers are address- 
ing forward-bending injuries in- 
troducing heel pieces that allow similar 
quick release. 

Geze has new line bindings with 
special toepiece that releases upward 
and sideways, and heel piece with

touting binding system calls “total 
diagonal release,” with toe and heel 
pieces that each release upwardly and 
friction experienced during fall. 

Koflach has introduced integrated 
boot-and-binding system. 
works only Koflach-Syntroriic 
series boots. The Syntronic bindings 


feature heel plate that pivots laterally 
well upwards. 

Most the new bindings incorporate 
new strong aluminum-magnesium 
loys and Delrin plastic reduce weight 
without losing strength. 

Salomon’s SNS system six other 
manufacturers this year some boot 
models suggests trend away from the 
staridard three-pin toe binding, but 
unless integrated systems become 
much more popular, old bindings will 
still around for some time.

The Almanac picks snowstorms for 
November through 30; December 
through 22; the weekends January 
through through 23, and 
through 29; and March through 15. 
appears that the ski industry may have 
something sing about. 

But for those skeptics among the ski 
community, there are other substantive 
indications supporting the Almanac’s 
forecast.

This season, the major carriers’ trans- 
atlantic fares and ski-package combina- 
tions seem holding around $600. 
But possible, some cases, beat 
that. Balair, Switzerland’s charter air- 
line, has announced New York-to- 
Zurich flights Fridays from $460 
$520, round trip; and from Zurich you 
can fly Geneva for only $15. 

Ground packages span incredible 
range, both creature comforts and 
price. Jet Vacations, packager with Air 
France, has package with the French 
resorts that starts low $100 for 
seven days, and TWA offers plan for 
week Italy that starts low $152. 
Generally, however, the average cost 
for one-week land package runs 
between $300 and $400 Switzerland 
for standard room with bath, con- 


breakfasts, dinners and trans- 


fers between the airport 
(European packages generally 
include lifts.) Austria and France are 
usually cheaper; Italy the cheapest, 
though you can spend into four figures 
for week fine hotel any 
one the countries. 

couple caveats: although 
strong dollar has made Europe af- 
fordable again, inflation some areas 
has almost offset the savings. This 
where packages help: the more that’s 
included your prepaid package, the 
less your vacation will cost. Buying 
things your own especially food 
touristy areas (where inflation 
often rampant) can end being very 
expensive. 

Fortunately, however, new trend 
European ski packages include 
breakfasts and dinners (half-board) 
first second-class hotel. Even you 
don’t want limited eating 
your hotel, pays buy the package. 
You can always pick one night 
splurge and eat out another restau- 
rant. 

Remember that skiing Europe 
February can expensive because that 
when European schools are 
vacation and resort prices are their 
highest. January, the prices are down 
and resorts are less crowded. Rates are 
lowest before Christmas and late the 
season, when the sun highest. 

Austria has traditionally been the 
most popular with the Americans. The 
mountains are somewhat lower than 
those Switzerland France, and 
there’s incredible pastiche skiing 
for all abilities. American skiers their 
first visit Europe often Inns- 
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bruck, industrial city that has twice 
hosted the Olympics. Innsbruck has 
wealth hotels, restaurants, shops, 
and pubs. ski pass will not only put 
you the lifts five surrounding 


mountains but will also let you ride 


the buses connecting the mountains 
and the city. 

Excellent skiers often gravitate the 
“ski circus” around the Arlberg Pass. 
this area you can stay St. Anton, 
Ziirs, Lech, one the smaller 
villages, which are usually less ex- 
pensive. The nightlife likely 
more subdued than that of, 
Kitzbuhel’s, but the offerings are still 
great. 

Although the Alps have their share 
family-oriented resorts with lots 
novice skiing, experience that 
American beginners are better off 
learning ski the States. beginner 
can still have wonderful week abroad; 
but even with English-speaking in- 
structors and groomed slopes, the 
learn-to-ski experience can frustrat- 
ing. 

With the dollar buying many 
francs now, the French 
likely lure many American skiers this 
winter. Whether it’s the 9000 vertical 
feet Chamonix, the 300 miles runs 
and 50-plus restaurants Courcheval, 
the space-age design the mountain- 
top, resort Plagne, the 
horse-drawn sleighs Avoriaz, the 
French Alps promise both wonderful 
skiing and eating. 

But maybe thinking this will 
the year for the tradition and scope 
Switzerland’s giant and glorious 
mountains. perhaps “sunny 
side the Alps” calling you. (One 
New York packager offering 
combination Venice and Crotina pack- 
age.) cross-country your thing, 
remember that, though the major 
winter pastime the Nordic countries, 
there’s now also excellent cross-country 
number Austrian and Swiss 
resorts. 

Finally, you have lots money and 
don’t mind waiting lines spend it, 
consider attending the Winter Olympics 
Sarajevo, Yugoslavia (February 
through 19).

“If you really look and 
see how [the top athletes] make their 
living, it’s ridiculous,” says. “The 
sooner the IOC admits this, 

Mahre and his twin brother, Steve, 
have been rare finds for the Ski 
Team. They are probably the most 
gifted American athletes yet wind 
ski racers. Usually that kind talent 
finds its way into other sports. Right 
now, the two Mahres are the men’s 
alpine team. Fortunately, there are 
other fine talents the horizon, but 
the Yakima, Washington, twins have 
helped this happen, too. their 
consistently winning ways, they have 
helped the ski team build infrastruc- 
ture that includes fine coaching staff 
and multi-million-dollar budget that 
has the potential, least, for develop- 
ing young racers into champions.
